PREFACE 


The  Warrant  Committee  met  February  8th  following 
preliminary  meetings  of  the  Subcommittee  on  Roads,  Schools  and 
Finances  and  gave  careful  consideration  to  the  articles  in  the 
warrant.  Most  articles  are  routine  and  need  no  special  comment 
other  than  will  appear  in  the  recommendations. 

The  Subcommittee  on  Roads  after  going  over  the  General 
Road  Fund,  (article  31),  with  the  Town  Manager  recommended 
raising  a  sum  of  .$45,832.00  as  asked  for  in  the  article. 

The  Subcommittee  on  Schools  after  meeting  with  the  School 
Committee  and  Superintendent  of  Schools  recommended  the  sum  of 
$135,919.00  be  raised.  This  is  the  sum  asked  for  under  Article  39, 
an  increase  of  $23,550  over  1957. 

There  was  a  lengthy  discussion  on  this  article.  The  Subcom- 
mittee on  Finance  recommended  a  cut  of  $15,000.00  hoping  that 
this  amount  could  be  saved  by  putting  into  effect  one  of  the  proposals 
for  elementary  school  consolidation.  After  listening  to  a  report 
prepared  by  an  independent  citizen's  committee  on  the  subject  of 
consolidation  and  a  lengthy  discussion  of  the  article,  a  motion  to 
raise  the  amount  requested  in  the  budget  was  carried  by  a  divided 
vote  of  9  to  7. 

After  hearing  the  report  of  the  Finance  Committee  and  care- 
ful consideration  of  each  article  in  the  Warrant  the  Committee  has 
recommended  the  sum  of  $305,039.00  be  raised  for  1958, 
($60,206.00  less  than  asked  for  in  the  Warrant  but  $28,042.00  more 
than  was  raised  last  year),  which  means  an  increase  in  the  tax  rate 
of  approximately  $7.00  per  thousand.

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WARRANT  ARTICLES 


With  Recommendations  of  the  Warrant  Committee  to  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting  To  Be  Held 
March  3,  1958 

Article      1.    To  choose  a  moderator  to  preside  at  said  meeting. 

No  recommendation. 

2.  To  see  if  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  will  choose  to 
have  three,  five,  or  seven  Selectmen. 

Warrant  Committee  recommends  three. 

3.  To  elect  a  Board  of  Selectmen,  Treasurer,  Collector 
of  Taxes  and  Town  Clerk  for  a  term  of  one  year;  to 
elect  one  member  of  the  Superintending  School  Com- 
mittee for  a  term  of  three  years;  to  elect  an  Assessor 
of  Taxes  for  a  term  of  three  years  and  to  elect  a 
Trustee  of  the  Town  of  Mount  Desert  School  District 
for  a  term  of  four  years. 

No  recommendation. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  Chapter  147  of 
the  Private  and  Special  Laws  of  1957  as  enacted  by 
the  98th  Maine  Legislature,  entitled  AN  ACT  Increas- 
ing Salary  of  Selectmen  of  Town  of  Mount  Desert. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  Maine, 
as  follows: 

P.  &  S.  L.,  1929,  c  97  s  6,  amended.  Section  6  of 
Chapter  97  of  the  private  and  special  laws  of  1929 
is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 
'Sec.  6.  COMPENSATION.  Each  Selectman  shall 
receive  for  his  services  the  sum  of  $400.00  in  full 
for  his  services  in  whatever  capacity  rendered, 
together  with  his  actual  and  necessary  expenses 
incurred  in  the  performance  of  his  duties,  to  be  paid 
monthly  by  the  town  treasurer  on  the  first  day  of 
every  month  during  his  term  of  office'. 

Warrant  Committee  recommends  that  the  Town  vote 
to  accept  Chapter  147  of  the  Private  and  Special  Laws 
of  1957  as  enacted  by  the  98th  Maine  Legislature, 
entitled  An  Act  Increasing  Salary  of  Selectmen  of 
Town  of  Mount  Desert. 
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•5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  Chapter  61  of 
the  Private  and  Special  Laws  of  1957  as  enacted  by 
the  98th  Maine  Legislature,  entitled  An  Act  to  Amend 
the  Charter  of  the  Town  of  Mount  Desert  to  Give  the 
Selectmen  Authority  to  Make  Ordinances. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  People  of  the  State  of  Maine. 

as  follows: 

P.  &  S.L..  1929.  c.  97.  s.  5-A.  additional.  Chapter  97 
of  the  private  and  special  laws  of  1929.  as  amended, 
is  herebv  further  amended  by  adding  thereto  a  new 
section,  to  be  numbered  5-A.  to  read  as  follows: 
"Sec.  5-A.  Traffic  by-laws  or  ordinances.  The 
Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Mount  Desert  may  adopt 
by-laws  or  ordinances,  for  the  control  of  traffic, 
not  inconsistent  with  law.  and  may  enforce  them 
with  suitable  penalties  for  the  purposes  and  with  the 
limitations  as  specified  under  the  provisions  ot 
sections  86  and  87  of  chapter  91  of  the  Revised 
Statutes  of  1954*. 

Referendum:  effective  date:  certificate  to  Secretary 
of  State.  This  act  shall  take  effect  90  days  after 
adjournment  of  the  Legislature,  only  for  the  purpose 
of  permitting  its  submission  to  the  legal  voters  of 
the  Town  of  Mount  Desert  at  the  annual  town 
meeting  in  March.  1953.  an  appropriate  article 
being  inserted  in  the  call  for  the  meeting.  The  town 
clerk  shall  prepare  the  required  ballots,  upon  which 
he  shall  reduce  the  subject  matter  of  this  act  to  the 
following  question:  "Shall  "An  Act  to  Amend  the 
Charter  of  the  Town  of  Mount  Desert  to  Give  the 
Selectmen  Authoritv  to  Make  Ordinances."  as  pass- 
ed by  the  98th  Legislature,  be  accepted?""  And  the 
voters  shall  indicate  by  a  cross  or  check  mark 
placed  against  the  words  "Yes""  or  "No"  their 
opinion  of  the  same.  This  act  shall  take  effect  for  all 
the  purposes  hereof  immediatelv  upon  its  accept- 
ance by  a  majority  of  the  legal  voters  voting  at  said 
meeting:  provided  that  the  total  number  of  votes 
cast  for  and  against  the  acceptance  of  this  act  equals 
or  exceeds  20 %  of  the  total  vote  for  all  candidates 
for  Governor  in  said  town  at  the  next  previous 
gubernatorial  election. 

The  Result  of  the  vote  shall  be  declared  bv  the 
municipal  officers  of  the  Town  of  Mount  Desert  and 
due  certificate  thereof  shall  be  filed  by  the  town 
clerk  with  the  Secretarv  of  State. 
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Warrant  Committee  recommends  that  the  Town  vote 
to  accept  Chapter  61  of  the  Private  and  Special  Laws 
of  1957  as  enacted  by  the  98th  Maine  Legislature, 
entitled  An  Act  to  Amend  the  Charter  of  the  Town  of 
Mount  Desert  to  Give  the  Selectmen  Authority  to 
Make  Ordinances. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  hear  reports  of  Committees 
appointed  the  previous  year  and  to  dispense  with  any 
unfinished  business. 

Warrant  Committee  recommends  that  reports  be  heard. 

7.  To  see  if  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  will  vote  on 
what  date  taxes  shall  be  payable  and  if  interest  shall 
be  charged  on  all  unpaid  taxes  after  a  certain  date, 
and  at  what  rate. 

Warrant  Committee  recommends  that  taxes  be  due 
July  1,  1958  and  that  interest  at  the  rate  of  6%  be 
charged  after  September  1,  1958. 

8.  To  see  if  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  will  vote  to 
authorize  the  Selectmen  and  Treasurer  to  make 
temporary  loan  or  loans,  not  exceeding  in  the  aggre- 
gate the  sum  of  $80,000.00  in  anticipation  of  and  to 
be  paid  out  of  current  taxes  for  the  municipal  year  of 
1958. 

Warrant  Committee  recommends  the  following 
motion:  That  the  Selectmen  and  Treasurer  be  and 
they  are  hereby  authorized  to  issue  the  Town's 
negotiable  note  or  notes  in  the  sum  or  sums,  not 
exceeding  in  the  aggregate  the  sum  of  $80,000.00, 
said  note  or  notes  to  draw  interest  at  a  rate  not  exceed- 
ing 3%  per  annum,  and  to  be  payable  within  the 
current  municipal  year,  1958,  out  of  money  raised  by 
the  Town  during  current  year  by  taxes. 

9.  To  see  if  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  will  vote  to 
authorize  the  Selectmen  and  Treasurer  to  release  and 
convey  titles  obtained  under  tax  deeds  and  under 
deeds  of  conveyances  to  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town 
of  any  land  or  buildings  in  lieu  of  payment  of  taxes 
on  such  terms  as  they  deem  advisable. 

Warrant  Committee  recommends  that  the  Selectmen 
and  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  release  and  convey 
titles  obtained  under  tax  deeds  and  under  deeds  of 
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convyances  to  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  any  land 
or  buildings  in  lieu  of  payment  of  taxes  on  such  terms 
as  they  deem  advisable. 

10.  To  see  if  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  will  vote  to  join 
with  any  or  all  of  the  Towns  of  Bar  Harbor.  Southwest 
Harbor  and  Tremont  to  take  the  necessary  steps  to 
obtain  a  regional  high  school  and  to  that  end  authorize 
and  instruct  the  Selectmen  to  appoint  four  persons  to 
serve  on  a  joint  committee  with  a  like  number  of 
appointees  from  one  or  more  other  towns  of  Mount 
Desert  Island  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
8340.00  for  the  use  of  the  committee  in  carrying  out 
its  duties. 

The  school  committee  and  Selectmen  from  the  Town 
of  Mount  Desert  are  hereby  specificallv  instructed  to 
cooperate  with  this  Town's  appointees  to  the  joint 
committee,  who  shall  complete  the  following  program 
not  later  than  the  1959  Annual  Town  Meeting: 

( 1 )  Take  all  necessary  and  possible  steps  towards  the 
establishment  of  a  school  district,  of  whatever  size, 
scope  and  type  deemed  most  suitable  for  the  participat- 
ing towns  by  the  joint  committee: 

( 2 )  Publish  such  reports  on  its  progress  and  findings 
as  it  deems  necessary  and  desirable,  including  a  com- 
plete and  final  report  for  release  prior  to  January  1. 


( 3  )  Cause  to  be  presented  to  the  voters  for  action  at 
or  before  the  1959  Annual  Town  Meeting  such  articles 
as  are  necessary  for  the  establishment  and  operation 
of  the  recommended  school  district. 

Warrant  Committee  recommends  that  acceptance  of 
this  article  and  that  $340.00  be  raised. 

11.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town 
will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  General 
Government.
